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STACK BURNED. 

Mr. Mellick, of Belmont, who owns 
the Price farm at Belmoni lost a stack 
of wheat by fire on Wednesday after- 
acon J. Whalen’s traction ihresher was 
at work on a nest of four sincks. Two 
of the foyr-stacks were nearly finished 
when the automatic stacker was scen 
to be on fire, near the ground. ‘The fire 
is supposed to have started from’ «a 
hot box, In a moment the fire was 
thrown on the straw stack. Of course 
steam was up on the engine, and ii 


was hooked to the separator. The 
separator was pulled away quickly 


from the stacks and the stacker was 


detached so that the separator and 
engine were rendered safe. The cngine 
was then backed up to one of Lhe’ un- 
threshed stacks, a long rope circled 
around it, pieces of cordwood were 
stuck in between the rope and _ the 
stack, and the enugine started up. The 
stack was drawn bodily away to a safe 
distance from the fire. The engine was 
then brought back for the remaining 
stack, but it had already taken fire and 
could not be saved. Mr. Mellick’s loss 
is estimated at 250 bushels of unthresh- 


ed wheat, and Mr. Whalen loses his 
stacker; which although not entirely 
destroyed has been rendered useless. 


Fortunately there was little wind.

EDMONTON GOVERNMENT CREAMERY. 


The government creamery, south of 
he bridge, ceased operations for the 


season on the 18th insti. The output 
was not quite as large as expecied on 
account of the wet weather and bad 
roads in the spring, which prevented 
the cream from being brought in. 

The creamery, under the management 
of C. Nairn, commenced work for the 
season the ast week in May, but dur- 
May and June very little was accom- 
plished on account of the wet. July, 


August and September were good 


months but a falling off began in Oc- 
tobe: until operations ceased on the 
18th. oped 

Edmonion 
creamery, a Smaller one at Beaver Hills 
was conducted by W. J. Ireland, who 
formerly operated a creamery in De- 
iroit. This also has closed for the sea- 
son and Mr. ireland left last week io 
tuke charge of a creamery in New; York 


in conjunction with the 


State. 

The Edmonion creamery gathers the 
cream from its patrens by two semi- 
weekly delivery expresses, one making 
a route threugh the Poplar iake and 
Siurgeon distri cis aud the other 
through the Clover Bar district. At 
Beaver Hills the patrons deliver the 
cream direct to the creamery. The cosi 
of running the deliveries is shared br 
the patrons. 


The cream, as it is-received, is meas 


ured in cans 12 inches in diameter, 1 | 


inch depth in a can naking 4 Ibs; of 
cream or 21-2 inches 1 gallon. It is 
ihen tested in tubes 1-2 inch in dia- 
meter and i2 inches long. Each tube is 
half filled and numbered. The tubes 
are then corked and placed horizontally 
in cases in a machine driven by steam 
which has a rapid backward and for- 
ward motion and churns the cream in 
the tubes, After churning the tubes 
are placed in upright position and ihe 
fat or butter rises to the top and’ is 
measured. One inch of buiter in a 
tube indicates that one inch of cream 
in the measuring can will yield one 


pound of butter. On ihis basis of re-k+ | 


oning it can readily be estimated what 
amount of butter each patron's cream 
will yield. On a churning yielding 500 
Ibs. of butter the operaior can estimate 
beforehand to within 2 Ths. of whai! ihe 
yield will be.

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POISON PLANTS AND HORSE DISEASE. 
The Olds Oracle publishes the follow- 


ial weed inspector,; a 


“Your letter enclosing a specimen of 
a plant which you state is believed to 
be causing death of horses about Olds 
has been received. The plant in ques- 
tion is a species of equisetum or scour- 
ing rush and is probably “not guilty” 
of the charge against it. Several spe- 
cies of equisetum have bean suspected 
of poisoning horses and sheep in Eur- 
ope and America, but investigations 
and experiemtns carried on by the 
United Siaies departmeni of agricul- 


ture do not bear out ihe Supposition 


that the plont comiains a specific pol 
son. It is probable, however, that the 


} 
consumption of a large quantity. of this 
plant would cause deraugement of the 
system because of its harsh scouring 
action, in the mouth and intestinal 
tract, dwe to the large proporiion 
of silica im its composition. I am ngi 
aware that the fatalities amongst 
horses have been al) of a similar nature 
but it seems the majority are due 
indirectly, to the extreme humidity | 
of the last few seasons and the conse- 
quent rank growth of swamp vegeia- 
tion, These conditions no dgbui 
favor the spread of malarial affections 
Poisonous weeds may have been the 
cause Of some deaths as 1 noticed an 
abundance Of cicuia or poison parsnip 
in your. district. This plant is a 
most virulent poison, especially the | 
roots and young shoots, but it seems 
that the later growth is also 
harmful as shown by the fact 
several horses near Regina were badly 
affected thie season by eating it but | 
were saved by prompt treatment.

“Sir.—L beg to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of Oct. Ist, asking that one 
of our officers visit Ponoka and make 
a study of the disease prevailing among 
horses in that neighborhoo?. 

“in reply I would say thots.I have 
telegraphed to the commissic.1er of po- 
lice at Regina asking him to instruct 
one of cur inspectors ‘o visit the dis- 
trict. at the earliest possible date. 

“The disease causing the mortality at 
present is, T am almost certain, typ- 
hoid influenza and not the swamp fever 
prevalent in Manitoba and some other 
parts of the west and which is oceosion- 
ally seen in your neighborhco!l. A 
searching investigation into the nelure 
and causes ef the latier disease is now 
being carried on at Winnipeg under th 
auspices of this department. Influenza
